All taxpayers should read the following requirement 
and comply with it: 
Section 70, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine 1930: 
“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting 
notification in some public place in Town, or shall notify 
them in such ways as the town at its annual meeting dir- 
ects, to make and bring in to them, true and perfect lists 
of their polls and all of their estates, real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possess- 


ed on the first day of April of the same year. 


If any resident owner, after such notice, does not bring 
in such list, he is thereby barred of his right to make appli- 
cation to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for 
any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with 
his application and satisfies them that he was unable to 


offer it at the time appointed.

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of 
the Town of Sherman have been audited by, Auditor, W. 
Frank Gardiner for the period February 20, 1951 to Feb- 
ruary 23, 1952, inclusive. 


The examination was made in accordance with gener- 
ally accepted auditing standards, applicable to the circum- 
stances, and included all procedures which were considered 
necessary. In-so-far as could be ascertained within the scope 
of the examination, the financial transactions of the Town 
appear to have been appropriately handled. 


Exhibits and Schedules incorporated in this report, pre- 
sent the result of the financial operations of the Town for 
the period designated. Comments are also included, which 
may prove of interest to you.

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COMMENTS 


CASH: 


A comparison of the records, cash receipts and bank 
deposits, indicated that all recorded cash receipts had been 
promptly deposited in the Bank. The cash balance of 
$13,949.82 as reflected by the record of the Treasurer at 
February 23, 1952, was verified by reconciliation of State- 
ments furnished by the depository bank. 

Disbursements were made by check and were support- 
ed by Warrants authorized by the Selectmen and Town 
Manager. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE: 


The 1951 tax commitment was added and found to agree 
with the records of the Assessors. The record of collections 
were examined and the payments to the Treasurer verified. 
No external verification of unpaid taxes were made. 


PROTECTED RESERVES: 


The investments of the Capital and Reserve Funds were 
examined and verified. The interest earned on the invest- 
ments of the Capital Reserve Fund was added to the amount 
so invested. 


BONDS PAYABLE: 


The bonded debt of the town was reduced by. pay- 
ment of $2,000.00, appropriated for this purpose. Bonds 
payable at the end of the year totaled $20,000.00. 
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TRUST FUNDS: 


All trust funds were examined and found to be in order 
and properly administered. 


GENERAL: 


Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
by the Collector and all incomes so collected, properly turned 
over to the Treasurer at frequent periods. 


Corporate Bonds of $10,000.00 were furnished by the 
various town officials, recorded and deposited with the Town 
Clerk. 


School Department balances as reflected by the records 
of the Town were found to be in agreement with those of 
the Supt. of Schools. 


Dog licenses issued by the Town Clerk were tabulated 
by receipt numbers and remittance check with receipts from 
the State Treasurer.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
1952 

Public health nursing service which is to meet the needs 
of the community and of individuals must combine prevent- 
ion and control of diseases, care of the sick and health teach- 
ing. Since the foundation for health teaching is laid in the 
home the public health nurse concentrates her program 
there. 32 visits were made to maternity, 78 to infants and 
23 to preschool children. 

In addition to her program of home visiting she also 
conducts, with the assistance of volunteers, Child Health 
Conferences and assists at the Pediatric and Crippled 
Children’s Clinics held regularly under the auspices of the 
Department of Health and Welfare. Under the sponsorship 
of the PTA your community held 3 Child Health Conferences, 
35 children under six attended and were examined by the 
physician, 24 were immunized against diptheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus, 9 were vaccinated against smallpox. 
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10 visits were made to children attending the clinics to 
assist the family to understand and carry out the recom- 
mendations made. 

Nursing care of the sick at home is sometimes a need 
of the family. This service includes emergency care when 
indicated, demonstrating care to a responsible person in the 
home and careful following of the doctor’s orders. 

The public health nurse participates in the school health 
program by helping to develop a common understanding 
between administrators, teachers and the home; she serves 
as a consultant on the adaptation of scientific health know- 
ledge and resource material. This mutual exchange of in- 
formation usually takes place at individual teacher nurse 
conferences. 12 teacher nurse conferences were held in your 
schools. 202 hearing tests were given with the Audiometer 
in grades 4-12 inclusive. The new program for school physi- 
cals is under way with children in grades 2, 5, 7, and 9 being 
examined. These are the grades chosen by the school board 
and will soon be all completed, when they are 85 children 
will have been examined. Parents of the younger children 
were asked to be present when their child was examined, 
some responded very well to this request, others did not, 
it is hoped that more parents will find it possible to be 
present at the school physicals next year. 15 visits were 
made to the homes of school children to assist with obtain- 
ing correction of remedial defects. 

An organized community group interested in the pro- 
motion of healthful living for all members of the community 
makes a valuable contribution to the area it serves. How 
about it readers? Would you be interested in having such 
an organization in your community? If so, contact your 
- public health nurse. 

During the year just ended and in the year ahead 
emphasis has been, and will continue to be, placed on the 
promotion and maintenance of the highest health standards 
possible for all members of the community.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Sherman: 


I, herewith, submit my ninth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of your schools. Due to the facts that we have a 
good unexpended balance, and that more money will be 
available from the State - during the coming year, we can 
reduce our 1953-54 school budget by a considerable amount. 
The General Purpose Education Aid Bill is of great benefit 
to the smaller towns but, this year, the State has paid only 
93 per cent of the amount due. A bill is now in Legislature 
which would make it mandatory that 100 per cent be paid 
by the State. It would be well to contact your legislators and 
use whatever influence you may have toward the end that 
this bill be enacted. 


The citizens of Sherman are to be congratulated upon 
their interest in a school gymnasium and upon the amount 
of money and work they have donated for this project. The 
activities of the PTA are to be commended. 


A School Lunch Program is being requested by a number 
of parents and it is hoped that a small sum may be appropri- 
ated to buy equipment and to help in starting this worth- 
while project. Money so invested would pay good interest in 
added health and well-being for your children. 


I like to call your attention to the fact that all of your 
teachers are certified, as required by law, and that your 
town receives the maximum state subsidy on each of its 
teaching positions. Your schools are progressing in a satis- 
factory manner and the attendance, this year, has been very 
good, since we have been fortunate in having no serious 
epidemics. 
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I have been asked to publish the salary paid to each 
of your teachers. I do so with the hope that you may see the 
need for, at least, “cost-of-living” increases, and may, in 


some cases, wish to make increases to equalize pay.
